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A GREAT SPEECH 
Jon, 23. 

President Roosevelt's inaugural 
‘address was the utterance of a great! 
man. That must be the contem- 
porancous verdict of the world and | 
will doubtless be the opinion of 
history, for, speaking with all the 
authority which his amazing success 
in the Presidential election of last| 
November gives him, he has talked 
plainly 0 his own people and 
preached a sermon which it might be 
well for the whole world to heed. It 
was a warning against complacency, 
against self-satisfaction and against 
any tendency to rest content with 
the Jaurels which have already been 
gained, and it demanded that the| 
whole ‘nation of the United States! 
shall strain every effort towards the 
achievement of even greater pro- 
gress for the elimination of those 
evils, which he has so poignantly 
described in his indictment of 
existing conditions. He has ap- 
pealed to the conscience of the 
nation, warned it against it becom= 
ing dulled by the success already 
attained, against the irresponsibility, 
ruthlessness and self-interest which, 
he said was already appearing, and 
attributed such symptoms to the 
prosperity which is now returning, 
to the nation, And in them all he: 
found the possibility of their be- 
coming portents of disaster, Pros- 
perity, he said, already tested the| 
persistence of their progressive 
policy, These are no mere words| 
uttered because of their impressive 
sound, no platitudes, no tritenesses, 
they are the preface to an implied 
announcement that the New Deal 
policies will be continued, and that 
the plough to which he put his hand, 
four years ago will not_now be. 
abandoned. President Roosevelt 
has reaffirmed his intention of 
bringing out of the New Deal that 
new social order, the announcement | 
of which some years ago brought 
dismay to the more conservative | 
sections of American political, 
thought. 

His speech is redolent with the 
aroma of revolution: not that re- 
volution which tears everything 
down, with but a faint Idea of what, 
might be put in its place, but a, 
revolution which secures its ends:

‘Thus while ‘more 
Liberal than the most ultra-Liberal 
policy of the past, it does not lean 
towards the destructive tendencies 
‘of Communism, but towards the 
adoption of those sound principles 
which so many statesmen have 
believed in, but have not had either 
the courage or the opportunity to 
apply. Eight brief years seem all 
too short for effecting the social- 
economic reforms which are em- 
braced in the New Deal, A great 
deal of spadework has already been 
done, however, and with the 
courage and driving force which 
President Roosevelt undoubtedly 
ossesses, there is little reason why 
the goal which he has in view 
should not be reached by the time 
he is called upon to relinquish 
‘office.

‘That the Army is 
inclined to fascist principles is, 
however, clear and with the con- 
stitutional authority which it pos- 
ssesses and in cortain respects places 
it above the constitution—if the 
paradox be permissible—it is con- 
ccivable that, under certain con- 
ditions, the regime might acquire 
fascist’ qualities in all but name, 
with the Diet an almost negligible 
factor in the situation.

‘Army authorities nor the politicians 
‘ean be quite sure of the extent of 
thelr respective strengths, in the 
political sense. ‘The detached | 
observer cannot but admit that the| 
rushing expenditure proposed to| 
carry out the military programme: 
must give any Finance Minister 
anxlous thoughts, Nor should it be| 
forgotten that the Hirota Cabinet's! 
venovation programme has been 
largely confined to the approval of, 
industrial schemes which can be 
naturally included in the military 
plan for organizing the nation on 
a war footing. ‘The result is that 
social welfare requirements in the 
‘absolute senso have still to be met 
‘and crities of the Government have 
plaintively expressed thelr hope: 
that the military budget will be 
such as to leave something over for 
purely nation-building departments. 
‘Moreover the Army's own proposals. 
for administrative reform have 
been designed to weaken the Gov- 
ernment’s capacity for developing, 
civilian departments with which 
defence policy is not concerned, 
After the revolt of February last 
the Army authorities fulfilled their) 
promise to Mr. Hirota by carrying| 
‘out the purge which was intended 
to- dissociate military officers from 
political activities. The Prime 
Minister: therefore was committed 
to the sanction of the reforms which 
the War Office chiefs eventually 
framed. ‘These reforms have 
actually strengthened the Army's 
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grip over the national life of the 
country and the politicians’ stand in 
the Diet may be regarded as a 
desperate challenge by the instinct 
of self-preservation. ‘Their plight 
in unenviable. By steady pro- 
paganda the military authorities 
have been able to enforce successive 
‘advances in military expenditure. 
‘The situation of Japan has. been 
described in terms of grave danger 
from external aggression. Regard~ 
Jess of geographical and political 
realities, the Japanese people have 
been made somehow to feel that at 
‘any moment some enemy might 
swoop down from outside and 
destroy their security. The 
fantastic divergence of this picture 
from the truth cannot be expound~ 
ed. ‘The result is that the national 
finances have been brought to a 
condition which gives grave anxiety 
to the men who have built up the 
commercial prosperity of the coun- 
try, as recent statements show. Even 
assuming that General Ugaki is suc- 
cessful in overcoming the present 
‘opposition to his appointment—and 
it is not impossible for in the last 
resort the Army is unlikely to 
persist in its objections if the 
Prime Minister-designate can per- 
severe in the task—he probably 
will have to win over the soldiers 
by making substantial concessions. 
‘The possibility that he will have as 
his Finance Minister Mr. Toyotaro 
Yuki is encouraging. Mr. Yuki is 
well-esteemed by financial opinion 
in Japan as a disciple of the late 
Mr. Korekiyo Takahashi and is re~ 
garded as possessed of the ability 
to handle the budget without re- 
course 10 such sweeping measures 
of taxation as were proposed by the 
Hirota Cabinet, Finance is likely 
fo prove the determining factor in 
the situation. If Mr, Yuki's genius 
can devise means for enabling 
General Ugaki to placate the War 
Office and yet for giving some sem- 
blance of soundness to the budget, 
the crisis may be solved, Other- 
wise the Army mey be driven

IN REDRESS 
Jan. 22. 
‘The Shanghai Municipal Council, 
in approving the Economy Com~ 
mittee’s first revision of its pro- 
posals for retrenchment of expen- 














diture on official salaries, has made 
4 definite step toward redressing the 
Grievances which seemed Ukely to 
arise from its wholesale adoption of 
the original report. It will be re- 
membered that Mr. H. E. Arnhold, 
the Chairman of the Council, in 
speaking at the meeting of ‘the: 
British Residents’ Association last 
month defended the Council's pre- 
cipitate action on the ground of 
urgency, but made it clear that op- 
portunity would be taken for “‘con- 
sidering any criticism —from| 
whatever quarter it may come." In 
partial fulfilment of that promise 
the Council has now acted, as the 
result, apparently, of informal re- 
presentations made by the Foreign 
‘Staff Association, whose chairman, | 
Mr. C. H. Stableford, has now in-| 
dicated the general’ lines of the 
criticism which the “toad beneath 
the harrow" is disposed to level 
against the report. In recognizing 
the importance of preserving the 
Council's reputation for fidelity to| 
its obligations the Economy Com- 
mittee has been courageous enough 
to admit the force of the argument, 
that the Council should continue to 
allow Exchange Compensation in| 
respect of interest on the existing, 
superannuation fund. It has also 
recommended certain other less im~ 
portant variations of {ts proposals: 
in order to meet objections which 
it found to be valid, after com-| 
munication with the representatives 
of the Staff Association. ‘The Coun- 
cil has rightly accepted these re- 
‘commendations and this proof of 
its readiness to give sympathetic 
weight to the Staff's contentions 
will be specially welcome to this 
journal which has consistently de- 
precated disregard of the principle 
implicitly indicated by Mr. Arnhold 
himself at the last Ratepayers’ 
Meeting, as Mr. Stableford now 
recalls.” Mr. Arnhold then sald: 
It fs essential for you to realize 
that ‘staff reductions and other 
‘economy measures can be carried 
to a point where the efficiency 
of the Municipal organization must 
inevitably suffer, and this is a 
factor to be guarded against.

‘The Staff Association confirms the

terrors of these floods have not yet| 
been experienced. It is doubiful| 
whether suflient works ean be 
carried out completely to avert the 
Sangers which arise all too frequent- 
ly, Because of thelr magnitude and 
the variations in the yearly threat 
which is offered to the districts con-| 
cerned, but the authorities of the 
United’ States have carried through 
such" imposing undertakings in the 
past few years that there is no reason 
fo doubt that if they could give to 
such a conservaney project the time| 
and money which has been similarly 
‘ured with such good effect elsewhere, 
the time might come when the Mis- 
sissippl and Ohlo Rivers would “be

CAUTION AND EAGERNESS 


From time to time lately this 
Journal has hod’ the satisfaction of 
‘rawing attention to developments in 
trade and commerce which suggest 
‘that signs of a definite improvement 
in economle conditions are making! 
themselves apparent. On November 
18 a leading article in these columns 
referred to the cheerful harvest re- 
porls from the Interior and to revived 
activity in the Importing trade of 
Shanghai. Since that comment was 
made, other disclosures have tended 
to encourage = mild optimism, or 
rather to suggest that the pessimist 
might begin {o go out of business. 
‘This cautious ‘attitude docs not and 
did not imply the conviction that the 
‘advent of a boom could be expected. 
‘There is reason, indced, to deprecate 
‘comment which might’ arouse false 
hopes. “It must be remembered that 
the weleome Improvement in the in- 
terior is mainly based on the good 
‘harvest of last summer. It led to spend 
ing by farmers and peasants in repair- 
ing gaps in their domestic equipment. 
which acute financial stringency had 
bade them forego. One swallow does 
not make a summer. China's econo 
mie prosperity still depends not only 
‘on. the continuance ‘of favourable 
harvests but, even more, on the sti 
‘mulation of ja world demand for her 
produce. “That demand has not yet 
‘shown itself in suMeient strength to 
justify extravagant forecasts and It 
Fequires much Improvement in the 
marketing and grading of crops as 
‘well as other important methods of 
reconstruction before it can really be 
‘encouraged. ‘Moreover, successful as 
hhas been the preliminary stage of the 
currency reform programme, it cannot 
be regarded as completely minister- 
ing to the revival of economic pros- 
perity until the general budget posi- 
tion has been brought under control 
and the proposals for the creation of 
a sound central banking system have 
been framed and carried into effect. 
Finally the uncertainty in the poll- 
teal situation of which Shensi is the 
danger signal at the moment must 
preclude any attempt to incite cager- 
hee in looking (or signs of per- 
manent improvement all round, 
‘Shanghal g not China but even here 
the liveliness in certain forms of trad- 
ing activity—welcome as it is—does 
nol justify too fervent an acceptance 
of the theory that the turn of the 
tide is anything more than a gently 
tentative portent, clearly perceptible 
though it ‘may be.

RECIDIVISM 


‘The Shanghai Municipal Council's 
Gaol statisties for 1936 throw an in- 
{teresting light on the activities of the 
Gaol Department in combating, 
recidivism. The regulations govern- 
Ing conditional release enabled the 
Gaol authorities to examine the cases 
of 833 prisoners, out of which 138 
were recommended, and 38 were 
finally grated conditional release. In 
Addition, 26 other prisoners recom 
mended’ during 1935 were released. 
Thus, with prisoners released for the 
purpose of reducing congestion, by 
special regulation, the total of’ 440 
Prisoners have now had the benefit 
of this conditional release. system. 
‘Their record is exceptionally good. 
Only Ave have failed to observe the 
conditions of their release, which has 
consequently been revoked and 
warrants issued for their arrest; 99 | 
have completed their period of con- 
ditional release and are no longer 
under police supervision; nine have 
been rearrested’ and sentenced to 
further terms of imprisonment, Thus 
out of the 446 granted this privilege 
only 14, s0 far, have failed to justify 
the benelt conferred upon’ then 
This confirms the Governor in 
view that the results have been 
satisfactory, and it must, of course, 
give encotragement to those who 
endeavour to reform as well as to 
punish the criminal.

Racial differences, different degrees 
of cultural and economic advance- 
ment, the abhorrence of political 
suppression and the insistence upon 
existing constitutional liberties are 
all factors which operate against 
‘Communism on the one hand and 
Fascism on the other, and the 
activities of both in Britain only 
serve to solidify the enormous 
middle-class opposition to both 
doctrines. ‘Taking the larger view 
of political trends in Great Britain 
during the last century, and more 
particularly during the tast thirty 
‘years or s0, it is to be noticed that 
what is being achieved in other 
countries by revolution and clvil 
is being secured in Britain by 
a process of constitutional and 
egislative evolution which has 
proved a much less painful and in- 
fnite surer proces 

Sir Stafford Cripps is leading the 
revolt against the oficial Labour 
Party. Attempts which were made 
at the last party conference to 
change its policy by democratic and 
constitutional means failed. Labour 
ig not prepared to go the way 
Sir Stafford would have it.

“Negotiations were begun In Nan: 
‘king between representatives of the 
two countries early in September and 
continued for more than three months. 
Believing that in view of the Chi- 
nese attitude an indefinite prolongation 
Of the negotiations would only serve 
to bring on fresh. complications, we 
domanded that the Nanking Govern- 
‘ment put Into practice those points 
‘on which both sides had so far reach- 
ed_an agreement of views, leaving 
remaining questions to later conver~ 
satlons. 

“Tt was thereupon that the Chengtu 
and Pakhol tneldents as such were 
seltled on December 30. 

“The negotiations with China have 
falled to produce as yet anticipated 
results but I'am convinced that these 
‘egotlations are of significant value 
in that they will serve os a stage in 
the progress of further negotiations. 

"As our fundamental policy  to- 
wards China is directed mos! cer- 
{tainly towards the collaboration, 
friendship and common prosperity of 
the two countries, a renewal of the 
endeavours for an adjustment of 
‘Sino-Japanese relations with a fresh 
resolve and determination is act anly 
the obligation of the two govern- 
‘ments, but the common desire, 1 
believe, of both nations. 

Impartiality Over Sian 

“As regards the Sian incident, our 
Government took a fair and impartial 
‘attitude and watched the course of 
events calmly, but with grave con- 
cern. 

"It fs most fortunate for China 
thatthe affair is being brought to 
fan end without. entalling various 
‘consequences. However, in view of 
the fact that Chong Hsuch-liang came 
out for a pro-Communist and antl- 

spanese policy at the initial stage 
of the incident, and Its nal outcome 
Is bound to have a far-reaching effect 
pon the general situation, in East 
‘Asia. our Government Is paving rare. 
ful aitention to further developments.”

‘An SIluminating example of the way 
tn whieh the Reds are endeavouring 
to establish thelr bona fides Is afford 
ed by an account of thelr arrival in 
fone of the South Shensi cities where 
thelr leaders gave a feast to which 
were Invited the Italian priest, the 
representatives of the Protestant ‘mis 
sions and the local military and elvil 
officials. ‘The Italian was given the 
lace of honour and the hospitality 
‘was dispensed with flawless courtesy. 


Effect of Stam Tragedy 

‘The explanation of the new attitude 
fg sald by some to be derived from 
the conviction that the Stam murders 
did the Reds incalculable harm. They 
Row assert their peaceful intentions 
‘and maintain that they only want to 
‘et a fair hearing for their doctrines 
‘and political proposals. ‘That may 
sound plausible in Sian. but it is ime 
possible to regard it us compatible 
With ‘the Central Government's res 
ponsibilities in other paris of the

In Kansu, moreover, the spec 
importance ' of the | Mahommedan 
problem renders it difticult for risks 
to be token in necepting Red assur- 
ances at thelr face value, Communist 
Teaders who have been in touch with 
the Sian people assert that they stand 
for liberty of action, liberty of poll- 
Heat thought and liberty of religion, 
"Their emphasis on the front against 
Japan recelves reinforcement from 
this definition. They have obviously 
‘made much headway. not in convert 
ing the former North-Eastern troops 
‘and the provincial forces to Com- 
munism, but in giving the Impression 
that they are ready to Join hands in 
‘2 common national cause, by which 
the people's welfare will be safe- 
guarded, 

Shenst's Renetlon 


How far they can be treated with 
fon these lines must be left to the 
Imagination until practical experi- 
‘ence can test it. It will be noted that 
the friendliness with which the mis- 
slonaries have been treated has not 
prevented the foreign authorities 
from advising and effecting on 
evacuation of thelr nationals, It Is 
Impossible to sense the enthusiasm of 
the Reds and the reaction to thelr 
preaching by the simple but hard- 
Griven peasants of Shensi without 
being profoundly alive to the eruelty 
of the dilemma on the horns of which 
the Central Government is appar 
ently Impaled. It can use, as it 
fas shown signs" of intending to 
use, Ils full. military resources to 
combat the Red armies and drive 
them out of Shensi, but experience 
shows that it cannot thereby stamp 
ut those exceedingly elusive guerrilla 
Aghters. In the meantime its pre- 
‘occupation in that task and consequent 
wastage of man-power and material 
‘may impair its capacity for handling 
some other pressing problems affect- 
Ing the country’s Integrity and poli- 
Heal unity. it can endeavour to 
ascertain the exact significance of the 
conellintory proposals made by the 
Communists ‘and others in partial 
sympathy with them. In so doing it 
may’ awaken latent hostility elsewhere 
‘and give the direct cue for hostility 
which Is seldom latent to develop 0 
new Intensity. And can it, as Mr, 
‘Wang Ching-wel pointed out the other 
day, really pretend to rely on Red 
‘assurances in the light of the record 
fof Communism, allied with banditry, 
in so many provinces of China?

Tt is sald that. beginning from 
February, a drive will be launched 
by the Manchoukuo government to 
purge all revetionary or” disloyal 
thoughts, Anyone "who ts found to 
be renctionary in thought or even 
hold an aloof attitude toward Man- 
choukuo will be subject to strlet sur- 
velllance and Investigation,

ON INCREASE 


Over C.G.U. 500,000 During 
‘Two Weeks Period 


After four months of comparative 
gulet on the smuggling front in. 
North China, there has beon a. re- 
erudescence ‘of the illicit activities 
since early December last. informa- 
on from ofticial sources reveals, 

For the two weeks from December 
28 ast to January, 10,°a total of 
1048 bags of artificial ‘silk yarn, 
32590 bags of sugar. 19,004 cases 
of kerosene, 6,753 packages of plece 
foods, 84 bags of cigarette paper. and 
24.860 packages of sundry arileles 
‘were smuggled into Tienisin through 
the East Hopel area. 

‘These figures for the fortnight, it 
was pointed cut, were considerably 
higher than those for either one of 
the previous four months. August, 
September, October and November. 

‘Ofticlal ‘figures disclose that. for 
the two weeks mentioned, the total 
‘amount of evaded Customs duties for 
artificial silk yarn, cigarette paper, 
sugar, and kerosene reached over 
C.G.U, 501,447. 

‘Showing the inerease of the varie 
ties of goods smuggled, the list of 
sundry articles Includes galvanized 
fron sheet, sulphur, dyes. paper, 
pepper, bicycle parts, toilet goods, 
fishery’ products, foodstuffs. canned 
goods, paints, medicine, gunny bags. 
fruits’ and ammunition, 

Most of these smuggled goods, it 
was revealed, were brought  into| 
Tientsin from’ Chinwangtao, Changli, 
Poltaiho.

Up Their Sleeves 


‘The poor fleas in Szechuen just 
don't have a chance. For the wily 
nailves have evolved a simple little 
Gevice which deals death to all fleas 
that come into contact. with It, 

‘The word “contact” here is to be 
taken In its llleral sense. That is 
Just what proves the doom of the 
Uttle domestic creatures in Szechuen 
contact with molasses with which 
u trap is diabolically baited by the 
cunning up-river inhabitants, 

‘Tndeed. the trap has been used in 
‘West China for years, but seldom 
does it find Its to Shanghai 
(where there also are fleas). and 10 
local Chinese it is as much a rarity 
sg it fs to foreigners. 

"The device Is simply a thin bem- 
‘boo stick enclosed in an oblong bam- 
oo cage to prevent {t from touch- 
Ing the clothing of the person carry- 
ing the trap. ‘The stick is smeared 
with molasses or honey. It is put 
Lup @ sleeve or inside a long gown as 
‘Mr. Wang of Mr. Chow or afr. Chen 
ventures forth in flea territory. The 
fea, Instead of biting the gentieman, 
Is attracted by the fragrant molasses 
‘and makes a fea-line for the sticky 
stuf... And, of course, gets stuck, 
Before’ ‘retiring. the day's catch of 
Uttle brown fellows 1s wiped off the 
stick. which is then baited again the

‘The “heart's desire” of the United 
States. the pamphlet continues, Is to 
obtain control of the Pacific Ocean 
‘and increase Ite hold in the Chinese 
market. For this reason, it adds, 
America $s strengthening her Navy 
‘and her fortifications inthe Pacifle 
with accelerated speed.

“According to the 
priest's story, he loft Hungary when 
hhineteen and emigrated to the United 
States where he slarted asa boot 
black but later became a sailor on 
whaling vessel, 

Feng, the priest continued, later 
‘settled in Greenland and founded his

richest man in Greenland about 1910. 
‘The priest said that in 1912 he ap 
peared in China commanding

‘Three reasons wore advanced by’ 
Mr. Caldwell for the protection of 
the wild ereatures: economic, sport- 
Ing and scientific. “Wild animals," 
he said, “are an important source of 
food and clothing; they afford an 
epportunity for pleasure and relaxa- 
tion to the sportsman; they are a 
‘most important source’ of biological 
knowledge.” 

With rogard to the methods of! 
conservation, which “includes the 
control of harmful animals and the: 
reservation and propagation of the| 
Useful,” Mr, Caldwell stated that 
China'‘may profit by the experience 
of other nations. improving on what 
they have done and avolding thelr’ 
mistakes. 

‘AS a necessary prelude to any 
direct action in this regard, a Bureau 
fof Conservation, he suggested. should 
be “formed which should be put in 
complete charge of the problem. The 
direct action ‘might proceed along 
the following lines: 

"The frst step should be a come 
plete biological survey based on a 
careful research covering the whole 
field. 

Logically, the second step, Str.

Financlat Changes 


‘The mayor of Amoy with a com- 
pany of experts recently visited 
Formosa to study conditions, special~ 
ly. those concerning finance and 
industry. On his return he present 
ed the Provincial Government a 
report of what he had learned. He 
rolurned to Amoy a few days ago, 
preceded by the Finanelal Secretary 
of Amoy who brought orders that 
the police tax on emigrants and im- 
migrants must be abolished.

‘A letter was left addressed to the 
two girls, whose picture was on the 
bed, stating that their last letter to 
hhim had been handed to his wife who 
hhad read it and later attacked him 
vehemently for his fickle behaviour. 
He stated that he could not keep the 
Promises he had made them, that he 
nto longer intended to live, and 
advised them to look for another 
and better lover, @ 


Another Sulelde 


‘This morning a widow, aged 26, 
committed suleide, too, by throwing 
herself Into a well, She lived in the 
Hosan district with her mother and 
three days ago was arrested by the 
police on the charge of kidnapping 
and selling children. No proof was 
fortheoming, so she was released on 
bail. She ‘returned to her home 
ashamed and indignant and in the 
afternoon tried {o kill herself by 
ceutting her own throat.

Viclous Murder 

In a village near Tongan a young 
lad of sixteen was murdered this 
week. ‘The cousin of the murdered 
boy, with whom he resided, came to 
the’ police station and informed the 
police, at the same time, lamenting 
Toudly, and begged them earnestly to 
find the murderer and arrest him. 
‘The police found the body lying near 
@ footpath with three enormous 
wounds in the head. Scouting around, 
they discovered a trail of blood that 
ended abruptly, but following it, they 
‘came to the place where the murder 
had been committed, 

‘The lad had dropped, partially 
recovered; then had crawled along on 
his hands and knees a considerable 
distance, leaving behind him w trail 
of blood. ‘This ended at a large poo}, 
but between this pool and the place 
where the body was found, no blood 
could be discerned. “Tt was thought 
that the corpse had been deposited 
here, 

‘The police decided that some one 
belonging to the village must have 
done the deed. “All the houses were 
searched, even the house of the lad's 
cousin, the man who gave the in- 
formation to the police. Nothing in- 
eriminating was found In any-of the 
‘houses, but in the house of the cousin 
‘a blood-stained hoo was discovered 
that seemed to have a peculiar and 
terrible resemblance to the wounds 
in the dead boy's head. ‘The cousin 
was arrested. : 

Tt was learned that the lad come 
from Malaya with two sisters five 
years ago, that their parents were 
dead, that their father ‘hed ett 9 
very’ prosperous business In the 
soulh, which was managed, on the 
children's behalf, by a relative. The 
cousin had sold’ the younger sister 
and had atranged a marriage for the 
elder girl, a marriage to which both 
the boy ‘and the girl strongly ob- 
jected. 


‘One villager said that when the 
children came from Malaya, they 
brought with them $1,000 worth of 
Jewellery’ and that it had been given 
to the cousin for safekeeping. A. 
‘week ago $400 had been received by 
the young lad to celebrate his en- 
agement to a young lady in the dis- 
Arle, It was to get this money, it 
Is alleged that his cousin had murder- 
ea him.

Since ine return of peace to the, 
province early in September there hat 
deen a steady advancement in many 
parts of the province, Road-bullding 
in many districts has. been pushed 
forward with commendable zeal and 
fs resulting in the making of many 
now roads and the improvement. of 
humerous old ones, 

Perhaps tho most important is the 
highway which Is "being rushed 
through from Kwellin to Wuchow. 
This is being constructed with all 
speed and Is expected will be open 
for traffle very carly in 1937, When 
this road is completed it will eut the 
time of travel from Kwoilin to 
‘Wuchow to the minimum and will 
Join the two most Important eltles in 
the province with a highway ‘that 
does credit to the engineers who have 
the project In. hand, - 

‘A second motor road which is uitder 
construction is that in the west of 
the province which is to connect 
‘Tientung on the right branch of the 
‘West River to ‘Tlenpao, a yuen city 
and the military eentre’ for that part 
‘of the province, Imports which now 
‘travel from Nanning to Tienyang by 
motor launch and then overland by 
coolies to Tienpao will be taken 
aeross country by truck and cut the 
UUme down to one day whereas four 
ays are used at the present time. 

Colle Route Improved 

‘The coalle route between ‘Tienyang 
and ‘Tsingsi is also being improved. 
The peasants living along this route 
are being used to widen the path, 
straighten, the bends and. lessen. the 
grades, ‘This Is resulting in increased 
frame along this important Inland 
highway, Hundreds of coolies dally 
travel this route and many caravans 
from Yunnan are choosing this road 
over which to travel to and’ from 
thelr native provinee, 

Despite these outward signs of pro- 
gress and the employment "of 
thousands who otherwise would be 
lle, there i still considerable unrest 
in various parts of the provinee, A. 
‘year ago for several months this dis- 
‘wiet was overrun by bandits and most 
of the main routes of travel were 
almost deserted and the loss to 
business was appalling. 

Finally a very energotle magistrate 
was sent into the district and instead 
of pussy-footing with the robbers as 
hhls predecessor had seemed to do, he 
at once rolled up his sleaves, took 
off his kld gloves and began to show 
fone and all that order was golng to 
be restored. At once the weak 
order of firing a few shots Into the 
air while robbers ran into the hills 
with thelr booty changed to divect alm 
Fesulling in wounding and eapture of 
many of the outlaws, 

‘Those captured were given a fair 
and impartial tral and. those’ who 
were proven guilty of highway rob- 
bery paid the penalty with thelr lives. 
Soon the countryside was quiet, rob- 
ory’ ceased and business resumed its 
former mensure of prosperity, ‘That 
hralseworthy order has ones more 
changed, and the kid glove tactles are 
again being used, ‘The result Is that 
robbery Is increasing by leaps and 
bounds, “Gunshot sounds ean be 
heard by those living withln the elty 
walls and armed robbery Is belng re- 
ported un every hand, 

oMcers Fall to Perform Dutles 

‘Two days ago two travellers were 
coming Into the city. Both were 
catrying loads of merchandise as well 
as bedding and clothing, As. they 
were passing through a scetion of the 
country known to be dangerous sud- 
only several robbers sprang out from 
the rondside and, fring shots, threa- 
toned the men with death if they 
dared to resist, 

‘One man laid down’ his load while 
the other who was a little behind 
sropped his load and ran for his life. 
‘The robbers did not ransack the loads, 
but, picking them “up Intact they 
hastily made for the hills, When the 
local officer was notifled of the rob- 
very soldiers were sent, but when 
they reached the placo where the rob- 
bery had occurred they refused 0 
Ko further as they sald the robbers 
might be in too great numbers for 
them to cope with them. 

Tt is this frlendly spirit that seems 
to exist between recognized outlaws 
‘and paid servants of the Taw that tt 
causing the bandits to become ‘bold, 
As long as officials and soldiers feat 
to offend the tender sensibilities of 
highwaymen so long will the travel 
Ung public have to run the risks of 
travel which surrounds them now on 
every side, 

‘The safest commodity to transprot 
over country roads these days seems 
fo be oplum, A few days ago a 
caravan brovght into one of Kwangs!'s 
western elties 800 cases of Kwelchow 
opium valued, it is sald, at $8,000,000. 
‘This oplum is now beng shipped by 
boat and bus down to Wuchow as fast 
as the facilities at hand can transport

Soldiers from Lhasa 


Among the strangers in the town 
at the present time are a number of 


‘Nomads Visit ‘ach 


Lhasa soldiers. What they are doing 
here does not seem to be very clear. 
‘They can.e down from Derge on the 
left bank of the Yangtze where there 
4s a strong garrison of Tibetan troops. 
‘They look strong. handsome and 
well-built fellows with their fine 
military boots. ‘Their presence at 
Jeast shows a very friendly altitude 
between the border--administration 
‘and the Lhasa authorities 

It may be that they too have heard 
something of the wonders of Ta- 
ehienlu and have come down to “look 
see." "These Lhasa troops came of- 
iginally lo Derge to resist any ad- 
vance of the Communists. When the 
Reds turned northeast into Kansu the 
‘Tioetan soldiers remained on both 
sides of the Yangtze and now that 
the Communist menace has passed 
they may return to thelr homes in 
the sacred capital. 

Among the Lhasa soldiers is an 
officer holding the rank of colonel 
‘and with them is an interpreter, a 
young Chinese lad born on the Roof 
‘Of the World. It seems to be an- 
other instance of "Join the Army and 
see the World.” as the Lhasa boys 
would like to see something of China 
‘and Chinese life before returning to 
their homes in the interior. ‘The 
Lhasa ‘men show a very kindly 
‘attitude and invite the Border Ad- 
ministration {o send troops to re- 
cceupy districts deserted during the 
Communist invasion, 

‘Much Tea Exported 

‘The present friendly attitude be- 
tween the two states will do much to 
reorganize trade between China and 
‘Tibet. The tea trade, most important 
between the two countries, is again 
im a flourishing condition and large 
quantities of Chinese tea are being 
exported to the distent lamaseries 
Seatlered all over the Land of the 
Lamas. ‘The dally consumption of 
‘Yachow tea in the great Drebung 
Lamasery must be enormous. The 
Jama roli-call in this institution is 7,700 
Dut occasionally the number rises to 
10,000 monks and every draba in the 
lamasery, ofter his religious exercise 
develops a dry and thirsty throat. 
Tea is drunk every day, morning, 
oon and night. and an ordinary 
priest will drink 20 or 30 cups of tea 
with very little dimieulty. Possibly 
the same tea may have been boiled 
several times; something not entirely 
unknown in the Land of the Lamas. 

Tt is reported that some higher 
‘Tibetan military officials may come 
down from Derge and spend a short 
me here, If this proves true it goes 
to show that there is an accord be- 
tween the two countries that has not 
been seen for many years. Com- 
mercially Tibet Is absolutely de- 
pendent on China, specially Szechuen.

“Tsingtao, Jan. 22. 
‘We are having an exceptionally 
mild winter here, as it has warmed

BIG RICE SHIPMENTS 
FROM WUHU 


Hope To Stimulate Vegetable 
Oil Growth 
Fnost Oun Own Connesronoens 


Wahu, An, Jany 22, 

Looking at the shipping in , the 
Wuhu harbour last week one was re- 
minded of the days, 20 years ogo, 
When the port of Wuhu was one of 
‘the busiest rice shipping ports In the 
World. In those days it wasn’t une 
‘usual to see in the rice season ten to 
Aftecn ocean-going ships in the hare 
bour at one time, Last week didn’ 
quite measure up to the old days, but 
we did have eight ships from’ the 
‘outside world here for several days 
together, ‘These and the reguldr river 
vessels and two gunboats gave Wuhu 
the appearance of being quite a busy 
place. Most of the ries Was shipped 
to Canton. 

A Chinese industry that is reeelv= 
{nga good deal of ‘attention at the 
present time is the tung oll business. 
‘The export of this oll from China 
this past year has been greater than 
the export of any other commodity 
‘and the Ministry of Industry ore now 
making plans {0 stimulate its further 
growth. Mostly confined in past 
yetrs to Szechuen, Hunan, Hupeb, 
Chekiang and Kwangs!, tung oll tree 
lourlshed in those places, but very 
few were grown in other parts of 
China. 

Recently Mr. Chang Yu-dju, who 
is the general director of the Chi- 
nese Vegetable Oil Corp, for China, 
hhas decided to stimulate’ the growth 
of this industry In Anhwel, ‘and a 
market is to be organized here not 
only for the export of tung oll but 
for other vegetable oils as well. An 
‘office has ven opened in Wuhu under 
the management of Mr. Franels T. C. 
‘Tsui, brother of Mr. sui Sung-kueh, 
‘agent of the San Poh Steamship Co, 
and investigators have been sont. to 
Ninguofu. and other parts of the 
provinee where tung. oll trees are 
grown in small quantities and it will 
be pointed out 10 the farmer that It 
will be to his advantage to grow 
more trees,

\HE first batch of foreigners:to leave Sian following the serious 


developments of the last fow 
early on January 21. 


days arrived in Shanghai by train 


Led by Mr. Karl Hill, representative 


of the firm of Messrs. Kunst and Albers in Sian, they numbered 
76, mostly missionaries, consisting of British, Americans, Italians, 
French, Norwegians, Swedish, Russians, Danish and Germans. The 


party included 23'women and seventeen children, 


In an interview 


‘with the “North-China Herald” that day, Mr. Hill explained 
the arrangements which he made for the evacuation. 
A few days before the party ‘left Sian, Capt Roland Scott, 


Assistant Military Attaché of 


the British” Embassy, who had 


travelled down to assist in evacuating the foreigners from the city, 
. visited Mr, Hill, and said that he wished him to fix up the six 
D, A.N, Diese) buses and lorries under his control ready to convey 


the party safely away from the city. 


These vehicles were rented 


from the National Economic Council by Messrs. Kunst and Albers 


for use in Sian, 


‘The three buses were each capable of seating 30, 


while the lorries were large enough to take all the luggage. 


‘Mr. Willys Peck, of the American 
Embassy, who had flown to Sian 
from Nanking a day or s0 before, 
urged upon him the necessity of 
Ing arrangements for the evact 
of all forsigners ss soon asp. 
stating that if they had not left by 
January 18, he would make arrange- 
‘ments for aeroplanes to be sent down 
from Nanking to convey them from 
the city, Mr, Hill then went over 
to General Yang Hu-cheng’s head- 
quarters, and had some diMeulty in 
obtaining a permit for the party to 
Jeave., He was told that there was 
no danger to foreigners, and they 






would not be harmed it ‘they re- 
‘mained, 
Tt was eventually arranged that a 





permit would be issued on January 
17, and that the party could leave on 
the morning of the 18th, Word was 
immediately sont to ali foreigners 
resident In Sinn to assemble. atthe 
Guest House of the China ‘Travel Ser- 
vice, Prompily at 11 am, all ex- 
opt seven wore in thelr places, these 
seven being those who refused to 
Teave until later, The six vehicles 
‘moved off at 1130 am.

‘TIME OF UNCERTAINTY AND 

STRAIN

‘The last fortnight in Sian has been 
fa time of uncertainty, with all, the 
Strain involved in making the deel 
‘sion whether to go or stay. For- 
elgners felt very much being de- 
prived of thelr China newspapers by 
the local consors.

On January 8 the first detachment 
of the Red Army began to arrive

Five men belonging to the English 
Baptist Mission decided to remain 
behind, partly because their work 
could ‘only be left with extreme 
dimculty and partly because they 
did not consider the danger as great 
fas had been represented.

ANOTHER EYE-WITNESS 
ACCOUNT 


Another eye-witness account of the 
fateful “Double Twelve” ineldent in 
Sian, as it has come to be termed by’ 
those in the troubled area at the time, 
‘and which led to the capture and de- 
tention of Gen. Chiang Kai-shek, has 
‘been given in an exelusive interview, 
to a representative of the “North:

‘The magistrate’s reply was most dis 
Concerting. "Rumours? No, not 
rumours, but facts," he replied. 

‘Oficial Reassurance 

‘The magistrate, however, reassured 
Mr. Mudd that no harm would come 
to him of his wife at the hands of the: 
Reds. bir, Mudd thought it advisable, 
however, to send a car to Mr, and 
irs, Bryan, of the Baptist Mission at 
Fuyintsum, $0 1 east of Sanyuan, “On 
the trip {6 Sanyuan, at Hslyangchen, 
the Bryans encountered Red soldiers, 
but thay ‘were not molested in any 
"According to the populace: the 
Reds were paying for all thelr neces 
sities ‘and generally behaving in 
manner contrary to thelr usual be- 
haviour. 

‘On the day following the reunion 
of the Bryans and the Mudds, Mr.

o obtain confirmation that all would 
be ‘well with them when the Reds. 
arrived, ‘This official gave absolute 
assurance that the Reds would in no

“On January 9 a message was x

{5 the Bryans to evacuate to Stan; two 
cars arrived eventually and evacua~ 
tion was begun on the afternoon of 
the 9th. Halfway along one car 
denly "stopped owing to. the petrol 
‘giving out. It was decided to send on 
the ‘remaining car to Sian with the 
women and children’ while, the men 
Walled for a fresh supply of petrol, 
‘Alter: three hours this arrived and 
the journey was recommenced, On 
arrival at the B. M. 8, Hosplial in 
‘Sian about midnight, it’ was learned 
that immediate evacuation by aero- 
plane ‘was impossible as the Shensi 
pence delegates to Nanking had 
Eupied all available space, and that 
cars only were obtainable. 

"After a conference with Capt. A. Le 
Scott, of the British Embassy in Pel- 
ping, it was decided by the Baptists 
that the women and children should 
frst be evacuated and that five men 
would remain behind in the mission 
compound, "These are Messrs. J. 
Watson, F. S. Russel, G. A. Young, 
W. S. Upchurch and Dr, Stockley. 

‘Mr, Mudd also belleved that two 
Russian mechanics also were left be- 
hind. ‘These two men were employed. 
by the Shun Feng Flour Mill, Mfr. 
‘Mudd stated, However, the families of 
oth. Russians-went out with. the 
Baptist party, Capt, Scott remained 
to effect the evacuation of a mis- 
slonary family from Pingliang. Kansu, 

Evacuation from Slan was begun 
on Jonuary 18." Chihsul, 145. 1h 
east of Sian, was passed ‘en route 
[snd Shensi troops were seen to bo 
Sceupying a ridge behind this town.

‘continue thelr Might to Tokyo. 

‘M, Doret, whose aeroplane was a 
Caudron-Simoun machine, would have 
hhad to reaca Tokyo by 730 this ever 
ning to win the prize he was seeking. 

He is the second Freneh airman 
to fall to reach Tokyo after having 
covered the greater part of the fours 
ney, the first having been M, Andre 
Japy, who erashed near Nagasakt last 
November on the last lap of his flight,

‘The 
“North-China Herald” understands 
that the vessel will be patched up as 
well as possible by the erew of the

‘The position of the Hsin Peking, 
1,263 tons, is approximately two miles 
from Chinhal, at the mouth of the 
Ningpo River. ‘The passengers and 
crew of the vessel, as well as the 
cargo, were believed to be in no 
danger partly beeause of the fortified 
zones near by. 


Interesting History 


‘Should the accident bring about the 
breaking up of the Hsin Peking, a 
ship with one of the most interesting 
hnistories on the China Coast will end 
her days. Known formerly and more 
popularly as the ss. ‘Tungehow, this 
Tittle vessel was built at the Talkoo 
Dockyard at Hongkong in 1914, ond 
placed on the Shanghai-Tlentsin run. 
In her haleyon days, she was the 
flagship of the CNC. fleet, and has 
gone through a carcer as\ romantic 
fis that of any. vessel. Apart from 
carrying on her staid profession of a 
cargo carrier between the bigger 
ports of Shanghal and Tientsin, the 
‘Tungchow was the most popular of 
the passenger vessels on the northern 
run, and many a Shanghailander will 
remember making trips to Weihaiwei 
‘and Chefoo for his summer vacation 
in this ship, which in her day, was 
regdtded as almost a luxury liner on 
the China coast.

CANADIAN MAGNATE 
IN SHANGHAI 


President of Toronto Board of 
‘Trade on Short Visit 


One of Canada’s leading business- 
‘men is now in Shanghai on a short 
visit after travelling over to Welling- 
tion. "New Zealand, as a delegate to 
the conference of the Chambers of 
Commerce of the British Empire. 
He is Mr, 7, Frank Matthews, Presi 
dent of the ‘Toronto Board of Trade, 
‘and a magnate in the meat packing 
trade in Canada, having been engaged 
in this line of business for 50 years, 
Mr. Matthews began and remained 
with the company founded by his 
father, Mr. George Matthews, which 
still remains one of the leading 
companies engaged in meat packing 
in Canada, 

He took charge of the Peler-+ 
borough branch of his father's con 
cern at the age of 20, | Later, the 
company was known as the Canadian 
Packing Co, and Mr. | Matthews 
became the ‘president. " ‘This com= 
paify now forms an important part 
of Conada Packers, Ltd. Mr. 
Matthews retired from active work 
in the packing business in 1928, but 
has remained president of | the 
Canadian Packing Co. and vice 
president of Canadian Packers, Lid, 

Mr, Matthews. left Vancouver for 
Wellington, New Zealand, on Septem- 
ber 9, as the delegate trom ‘Toronto 
to the conference, and arrived, In 
Wellington. early in October. ‘The 
conference opened on October 5, and 
lasted for a week. It was attended 
by delegates from all over the British 
Empire, ‘The discussions chiefly 
centred around ‘the Empire ‘Trade 
agreements, resolutions being passed 
with regard to trade between Great 
Britain’ and the Colonies.

Two Killed, Five Wounded on Duty Last Year: Work 
of Departments Described 


‘Two members of the Police Force 
«Probationary Scrat, E. M. Slater and 
Sikh P,'C, "No. 498, Santa Singh) 
were killed and five policemen were 
‘wounded In encounters with armed 
criminals during 1930, according to the 
annual report of the Police Depart 
‘ment released for publication to-day. 
During the year, the Police took part 
‘in 29 encounters with armed eriminals 
In which shots were exchanged. 285 
shols were fired by the Police and 71 
by criminals, 11 criminals being shot 
dead and 13 wounded. C.P.C. No. 
3941, Yen Yung-Cheng, was awarded 
the Police D.CM,, Class If, for bravery 
‘and devotion to duty in an encounter 
with armed crimin: 

No dimeully was experienced in 
oblaining suitable recruits for the 
Force. and the general standard of 
recruits was fully maintained, 47 re- 
erulls were trained and posted for 
duty during the year, eight foreign 
fers, 12 Japanese, and 27 Chinese.” AL 
‘he foreigners. were recruited locally. 
‘The staff and reerults at the ‘Training 
Depot were called upon to stand by 
‘uring 48. periods of emergency and 
‘on 21 of these oceasions they supple~

stations, ‘The standard of discipline 
‘was satisfactory and the general bear~ 
ing and conduct ot members of all 
branches of the Foree excellent.

Big Film Censorship Job 

Nearly four and halt million feot 
of film was censored by the Shang- 
hat ‘Municipal Police” last year, 
according to the annual report of 
the Commissioner. 

‘At the chd of 1990 there were 41 
cinema, theatres in Shanghal. Of 
these, 26 are located in the Settle- 
ment, 11 in the French Concession 
and four in Chinese controlled ter- 
ritory. During the year the Police 
censored 457 feature films and 1,211 
short Introductory lms and news- 
eels representing approximately 
4,430,729" feet. of film as compared 
with’ 546 feature films, 1,313" short 
films and newsreels and a total of 
5277171 feet of film in 1935, 

In 06 cases the pictures were only 
approved after paris to which the 
police objected had been cut out. 
‘The Police censors rejected 15 ple- 
ures and this decision was accepted 
fn 13 instances. Appeals were made 
regarding the remaining two plc- 
tures which were finally passed’ by 
the Board of Film Censors after 
certain objectionable parts had been 
cut out. Decisions. ‘in. the case of 
two other pictures which had been 

ibmitted for censorship were pend- 
ig at the end of the year, ‘The 
police censors. also examined press 
books and advertising posters relat 
ing to films,

‘Twelve members of an anti-Jap- 

‘anese terrorist organization known as 
“The Blood and Soul Corps for the 
Extermifiation of Traitors," who ex- 
torted money from victims under the 
cloak of patriotism, were arrested and 
charged with a series of bomb out- 
rages perpetrated in the Settlement 
‘and the French Concession between 
1032 and 1034, Six of the accused 
wero “eentenced to terms of im- 
prigonment, one was fined and five 
were acquitted. 
Strikes in the Settlement totalled 75 
15 against $3 in 1035. ‘The number of 
‘employees affected ond the number 
of working days lost were 35,748 an 
107,207 respectively as compared with 
21,003 and 376,072 in 1935, ‘The out- 
slanding trike of the year was that 
of 34,460 workers of twenty-fve Jap- 
‘anese cotton mills in Shanghai, Of 
this number 18216 are employed in 
fourteen mills in the Seitlement and 
the remainder in the Western Dis- 
trict (outside Settlement limits) and 
Pootung.

‘The snnual report for 1938 of the 
Goal Branch of the Municipal Police

In introducing hls report, 
Wahl, Governor of the Gaol, sta 
that the health of the stalf was satis 
factory. that the Russian Regiment, 
§.'V. G, continued to supply guards, 
‘and that os in past years their 
services were of great value and the 
manner in which they carried out 
thelr duties "very sallsfactory, In 
‘addition to the Governor and Deputy 
Governor, there ‘70: foreigners, 
209 Indian, and 259 Chinese on. the 
Gaol Staff, 

Dealing with the Chinese Section, 
the report states that on January 1 
there were 5,074 prisoners and this 
figure gradually decreased until on 
‘April 13 it stood at 6,339. After this 
ate the total began to increase and 
‘on December 31 there were 5838, This 
was the highest number recorded 
during the year. ‘The lowest wat 
5399 on April 13. ‘The large increase 
was principally accounted for-by the’ 
umber of persons sentenced to prison 
terms for narcotic offences under the 
new Chinese Regulations promulgated 
‘on June 3, 3936, ‘The number of 
Prisoners serving sentences . other 
Than those connected with narcotles 
decreased considerably during the 
year. Twenty-three prisoners» were 
(ransferred from the Municipal Gaol 
to the newly opened Chinese Prison 
‘at Pao Shing Ching during 1920, 


Release of Prisoners 

Releases of prisoners whose sen- 
tences had been reduced under the 
Amnesty Law promulgated by the 
National Government on June 24, 
1982, continued and during the year 
95 were released, ‘This made a total 
of 2,915 so released, 


‘The release of prisoners under the 
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Release continued. During the year 
‘the cases of 633 prisoners were ex- 
‘amined by. the Gaol Authorities out 
fof which 138 were recommended and 
38 ‘were finally granted Conditional 
Release, In addition to these, 26 
prisoners recommended ' during ‘1939, 
were released, This made a total of 
190 released under these Regulations. 

‘During the year the eases of 42 
‘prisoners were considered by the Gaol 
‘Authorities under the temporary Re 
Bulations for the relief of congestion 
In Gaols, out of which 28 were re- 
commended and finally released, “In 
Jaddition to these, 100 prisoners recom- 
mended under these Regulations dur~ 
ing 1985 were released, The total 
number of prisoners who have been 
granted conditional’ release is now 
446, 

Of this number five have failed to 
observe the conditions of thelr release 
whieh in consequence has been 
revoked and warrants have been 
issued for thoir arrest. Ninety-nine 
others have completed thelr periods 
‘of conditional release and ‘are now 
no longer under Police surveillance. 
Nine have been rearrested and 
sentenced to further terms of im- 
Prisonment in addition to which they 
must sefve the unexpired period of 
their conditional release, 

‘On the whole up to the end of the 
year it may be sald that the results 
‘of conditional release have been satis- 
factory, 

‘The health of the prisoners was 
good and their conduct satisfactory. 
One hundred and. ningly-seven. pri 
soners died as compared with 106 
during 1035. 

‘The daily’ average numbers of pri- 
soners during the past ten years 
‘was = 1927, 2.457; 1928, 3,400; "1020, 
4,422; 1030, 5.007; 1931," 6(300;' 1932, 
095; 1933, 503; 1034; G,t00; 1036,

Reformatory Impri ts 

On January 1 there were 83 boys 
in the Reformatory and this number 
gradually inereased Yo 188 on Oclober 
8. This was the highest figure re- 
corded during the year. After that 
date the numbers decreased until on 
December 31 there were 158 boys in 
custody. “The sentences of 41 boys 
who had been sentenced to terms of 
Imprisonment in addition to theif Re- 
formatory terms were remitted and 
the boys were released. These re- 
leases are granted by the Court under 
provisions of the Chinese Criminal 
Code and are made on the recom- 
mendations of the Gaol authorities 
‘who base their recommendation on 
the boy's conduct while in the Re- 
formatory, his previous criminal Te 
cord, if any, and his possiblities of 
being properly cared for after release 
and, if of suitable age, his obtaining 
employment. Since the system was 
ul Into effect in June the cases of 
68 boys have been considered out of 
which 41 have had their prison term 
remitted.

ENTIRE FAMILY DIES 
IN FIRE 


‘Three Others Injured As 
‘They Jump to Safety 


Five were burned to death and 
three others were injured in a fire 
in the French Concession early on 
January 18. Those who lost thelr 
lives were members, of a family of 
five, consisting of a father, a mother, 
and three children, aged 12, 10 and 3 
years respectively.

SIAN AND LOYANG 
Their Past History 


To the Eaitor of the 
“Normi-Cutwa Dany News" 
‘Sin—The anclent cities of Sian, in 
Shensi, and Loyang, in Honan Prov- 
Ince, have figured prominently in the 
news of Tale. 


as Ch'ang-an, Sian was the eapital of 
the Han dynasty under the Emperor 
Kao Ti (B.C, 206-104). 

‘Mr. C, P. Fitzgerald, in his book. 
‘Son’ of Heaven,” a blogrophy of Li 
Shih-Min, founder of the glorious 
‘Tang dynasty, relates that in A.D, 618, 
‘Yang Ti, second emperor of the Sul 
dynasty, discontented with Ch'ang-an, 








“his fattier’s capital, rebuilt the city 


of Loyang, which ‘had been largely 
ruined In the troubles at the end of 
tne Wel dynasty fifty years earlier. 
Tt was reconstructed “on a most 
‘spacious plan, adorned with palaces 
‘more magnificent and costly than any 
yet seen, with a vast Imperial park to 
the west of the eity, This pleasuance 
‘nad “artifeial Yokes” and small. hills 
covered with forest trees which were 
dug up and conveyed to the site from 
distant forests. The huge park, 
larger than Chen Lung's ruined 
‘Yuen Ming Yuen, which still covers 
the countryside ‘near Peking, was 
rushed to completion, regardless of 
cost, by press-ganged labourers, who 
were treated’ with the utmost 
Dbrutatity, 

Loyang, however, Mr. Fitzgerald 
{ells in his absorbing volume, was 
‘only one of Yang ‘i's expenses. His 
most useful and lasting monument 
‘was the Grand Canal from Hangchow 
in Chekiang, across the Yangize near 
Yangehow to the Yellow River, a 
distance of 500 miles. ‘Though this 
great work served the uses of peace 
ful commerce, the Emperor had’ it 
constructed more for his own pleas 
lure than to benefit his subjects. Its 
primary purpose was to provide a 
comfortable route by which the im- 
perial court could travel trom Loy- 
Sng to Yangehow, near Nanking, 
where Yang Ti hed built a new south: 
ern capital scarcely less magailficent 
than Loyang. A fleet of super bar- 
‘kes, decorated and equipped with the 
lutmost splendour, served to convey 
the court on these journeys, while 
fon elther bank of ‘the Canal the 
‘Emperor was protected by a pumer- 
ous army, for whose support every 
town within a hundred-li zone was 
forced to contribute provisions. 

‘This historical origin of the Grand 
Canal is not generally known. 

‘With the establishment of | the 
‘Pang dynasty under Li Shih-Min 
(AD. 620-627), Sian, or Ch'ang-an, 
once more became the capital of 
China,

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SIAN REFUGEES 
History Repeats Itself

‘Sim—In the review of the January 
number of "The China Journal,” 
which appeared in “your ‘valuable 
oper to-day, there is a slight error. 
If says that the tomb of Shih Huang- 
ti, of the Ch'in Dynasty, builder of 
the Great Wall, is in Siean Fu. ‘This 
Ig not correct,’ ‘The tomb of this 
great Emperor, one of the 
Ehina ever had, is located 
miles to the east of Lin-tung, which 
place itself is about twelve miles 
fast of Si-an Fu. I enclose a photo- 
graph of the tomb of Shih Huang. 
th token by Messrs. Rewi Alley ond 
W. S. Gilbert, ag it may interest your 
readers, Tt was while staying ai the 
Hua Ching Ssu at Lin-tung, famous 
for its hot springs, that Generalis~ 
simo Chiang Kai-shek was allacked 
by" Marshal’ Chang Msuehilang and 
hhle associates and taken prisoner’ to 
Stan Fu. 

It Is strange how history repeats: 
itself. The missionaries and other 
foreigners being evacuated from Si- 
an Fu to-day calls to mind another 
Incident of the same nature. which 
took place twenty-five years ago 
‘almost to the day, when the members 
of what was known ss the Shensi 
Relief Expedition escorled “some 
thirty or so missionaries with their 
children and many Chinese converts 
and officials out of that city to the 
rallhead. at Lo-yang. When the 
Revolution broke out In October of 
1911 Shenst Province was soon in a

te of chaos owing to the activities 
Of several secret societies, the most 
notorious of which was the Ko Lao 
Huei, or "Elder Brother Society,” and 
the lives of the forelgn missionaries 
throughout the province were on- 
angered. Many of the outlying 
mission stations were completely cut 
off, and it was to rescue the mis- 
Sionaries in ‘these that the Shensi 
Relief Expedition was formed in Cai- 
yuan Fu, capital of the neighbouring 
Province of Shansi. Nine foreigners, 
well armed and mounted, rode west: 
ward from Tal-yuan Fu, crossed the 
Yellow River into Shensi and then 
travelled down the province to Si-an 
Fu, picking up the missionaries at 
vatious stations en" route. They 
reached Si-an Fu with thelr charges 
late in December. Here they found 
‘many more missionaries awaiting on 
‘opportunity to get away to the coast 
and safety. Early "in the outbr 
the School for foreign children in the 
south suburb of the clty hed been 
attacked and the children and teach- 
fers killed by an angry mob; while 
fone parly of missionaries on their 
way ‘out from. Si-an Fu had been 
ailgeked near Lo-yang and one of 
their number killed, Two _ other 
missionaries, a Mr. and Mrs. Donald 
[Smith, had ‘been attacked and left 
near Si- 
Jan Fu, but ‘were later rescued by 
some of thelr converts, ‘The Relief 
Expedition undertook ‘to escort all 
the missionaries gathered at Si-an 
Fu to safety. 

‘The procession of earls, pack 
mules, ‘sedan chairs and ' riding 
‘animals, which was formed by the 
Fefugees and their escort as they 
eft the city and proceeded across 
‘the plain toward ‘Tung-kuan was 
some two miles long. It took nine 
Jdays to reach Lo-yang, where Sir 
John Jordan, the British Minister, 
hhad™ arranged Yo have a specs 
train waiting to carry the whole 
party to Peking.

To the Editor of tho 
“Nonri-Cinwa Dauy News? 

Sm—With reference to the news 
article appearing inthis morning's 
{issue of your journal deoling with 
the stranding of the Hsin Peking on 
the Nemesis Rock near the mouth of 
the Ningpo River, T hope thal. os an 
“Old China Hand” Inthe realm of 
shipping, I may be permitted to point 
‘out what seems to savour of discrep- 
aneles in your report as regards onc 
or two of the facts, 

In the second paragraph, you rather 
convey the Impression that the Chinn 
Navigation Co, Lid's Shanghal- 
Ningpo service’ is a\ much more 
modern one than is actually the ease, 
though undoubtedly this was not your 
intention. For the information of 
your reaclers, this particular service 
was one of" the very first to” be 
established by Messrs, Butterfield & 
Swire, and it has existed without a 
break’ sinee the year 1808 when the 
paddle steamer Poking, built on the 
Clyde by Messrs. A. & J. Inglis of 
Pointhouse. near Glasgow, arrived at 
‘Shanghal to take up the’ run. ‘This 
fine old vessel was continuously em- 
ployed inthe Ningpo trade. wntll 
somewhere ubout 1008 or 1910, when 
she was converted into a hulle for 
use ‘In her owners’ service ‘at Wut 
fon the Yangtsze, where she remains 
to this day and ‘will doubtless do. 50 
for many years to come. To replace 
her on the Ningpo' run,” Messrs, 
Butterfield & Swire purchased the ss, 
Li-ta from the French Compagnie de 
Navigation Asiatique which had come 
Into “existence some three or four 
years previously, owning three vessels 
allogether—the Lista, Li-fong and Li- 
mao, The Lista, was placed on the 
Ningpo run Jn competition with the 
Peking and the Klangteen, owned by

Hsin Peking by Messr 
Swire, ar she conducted thelr Ning- 
po service unlil the middle of 1935 
when she was sold to Japanese ship- 
brokers. It had been previously felt 
that the time had arrived to place 
the ‘Tungchow, as she then was, ina 
service perhaps somewhat tess ‘oner- 
ous than the Shanghal-Tientsin run, 
[ut no whit a less honourable one. 
To Mt her for the Ningpo trade— 
especially the passenger “trade—tho 
‘owners spent a ureat deal of moncy 
in making the necessary conversion, 
after which the fine old ship took up 
the run’ and has proved herself a 
worthy successor to her two pre- 
decessors, 

Tn the final paragraph of your 
article it spoaks of the Hsin Peking 
as having been “ignominiously re= 
logated to the ranks of the ‘chicken 
boats", but in point of fact there is 
not a. shadow of ignominy or relega- 
tion in connection with her present 
employment, nor can she justly be 
elaseed as now being in tho “chickon 
boat” category of China Coast_ vessels, 
‘The “chicken boats” are those mall 
vessels mostly employed in trading 
between Shanghal and Tsungming 
Island in the Yangtsze Estuary, and 
to the many small ports on the river 
lying between Woosung and ‘Tung- 
chow. ‘They do not run from here 10 
‘Ningpo, belng much too small to 
feater for the requirements of that 
trade, which necessitates the employ- 
ment of proper seagoing vessels like 
the Hsin Peking and Hsin Kiangleon 
oF the coasters owned by the San 
Peh SN, Co, Lid. ‘The weather con- 
ditions met with on the Ningpo run 
are frequently such os to test to tho 
full the construction of the vessels 
employed, besides" requiring tho 
tutmost eare and skill on the part of 
those on the bridge and in the engine 
room. ‘This is fully demonstrated by 
the case of the Hsin Poking’s latest 
‘outward trip which has been marred 
to the extent of a serious accident 
caused through particularly untoward 
‘condi 

It is sincerely to be hoped that it 
may be found: possible to refloat and 
repair the Hsin Peking. and that she 
may soon again be seen regularly, 
pursuing her way up and down the 
Whangpeo as in the past.

‘Theories and Realities

Sim—Mr. Rrciranosow’s letter in 
your Isso of to-day on the above 
‘subject may be summed up under the 
following " headings—(1). Practical 
‘breeding being more, Important than 
sclentiNe breeding; (2), Natural 
Selection and “the survival of the 
‘llest” ‘being basic to the Improve- 
ment of the wild shee ‘The best 
pasturaxe, food and water supply be- 
Ing factors in the improvement of 
‘wool and mutton; (4). ‘The Australian 
‘and the Amerlean Merino types being, 
developed from the original French 
Ramboulllet stock; (5). China's op- 
portunity for Improving her flocks by 
selection and eross-breeding; and (6). 
‘The necessity for a five or ten-year 
plan being inaugurated by. the Gov- 
ernment to improve the Chinese sheep 
fs the Chinese plg has already been 
Improved, 

With reference to (1)—It is folly 
o talk about practical and scientific 
breeding, as the selentist more than 
ever admits the value of practical in- 
sight and possibly 
Australian merino has been evolved 
bby practical insight and experiment 
Independently, for example, of 
‘Mendelian Laws; but the Wensleydale 
breeder has been trying for genera- 
ions to limit the blacks-in his flocks 
‘and is no nearer to-day in doing. 
this than he was Mitty” years og 
whereas the Mendelian worker ca 
effect this for him In a few sheep 
generation: 

With reference to (2)—The two 
ferms “Natural Selection” and the 
“Survival of the fittest" are now ree- 
‘ognized as the parrot-like terms of 
the evolutionists of the past and with: 
Out further definition mean nothin 
‘With yeference to the wild sheep: 
Professor Cossar Ewart discovered 
he tile island of Soay the "Tee Ag 
sheep Just in Its original form—it had 
stood still. And although the Biue| 
sheep is a ttle different from this: 
it is Just about as different as the: 
Chinese sparrow is from the English 
sparrow, 

With ‘reference to (3)—It is the 
sparse food supply in Australia 
rather than the abundant supply 
which has helped to evolve the fine 
Merino wool, Let there be abundant 
Yalng and more vegetation and the 
Wool of that year is sald to be 
stronger! 

With reference {0 (4)—1_ have 
visited not only Camden Park but also, 
the sheep farm some seventy miles 
out of Cape Town where the King: 
George merinos were first kept, In 
1923 T toole back to" England from 
Australia two bales of the Camden 
Park original’ merino wool and. this 
was shown at the Royal Show at 
Leleester, At the same show we also. 









































Macarthur Onslow of Camden Park, 
vised the “show and’ was _ 50 
enthusiastic that he sald it was the 
fone thing worth “coming from 


Australia to see. 1 also had the 
privilege of taking round Prince 
Henry and got the whole proceedings 
into difeutties—so interested was his. 
Royal Highness in the exhibits—in- 
cluding the Camden Park experiments. 
I may interest, Mr, Rrcuanpsow to 
know that the Merino sheep has been 
Improved in Australia by erossing 
with the Leleester, in’ America 
with the Down sheep, and in Ger- 
many also with the Down sheep with 
the idea of getting the rams hornless. 
‘The improvement in Australia has 
‘been, principally in weight, ax the: 
‘original merino fleece ‘probably. 
Weighed only about two pounds, the 
Camden Park sheep four pounds, and 
Thave seen a flock of 60,000 present 
day merinos averaye ten pounds per 
Heece. In obtaining this weight the| 
true quality of the merino's wool has, 
however, been sacrifieed. Although 
the Camden Park Merino ts much 
better thon the normal prosent day. 
‘Australian "merino It ig not equal to 
‘the Continental merino of the middle 
of last century. I happen to have 
A fabrie made from this latter wool, 
with which my "arandfather | won 
awards at the 1851 and other exhibi- 
tons and it is of distinetly better 
‘auallty,, Possibly to-day for’ quality 
nothing can touch the Silesian 
merinos nor the “face cloths” which 
ean bo made from them. T judge the 
‘Amerlean merino of best yrade to 
bbe slightly nearer to this than the 
Australian, possibly due to the Down 
fas ayainst the Leicester influence. 
With reference to (5)—China has 
two methods to chose from for the 
improvement of her sheep and wool— 
perhaps It ig more correct to say that] 
China has (wo methods to experiment 
with, as It is quite likely that both 
may’ be needed to utilize such 
paslurage as China possesses to the 
freatest advantage. For the time be- 
ing. we can only say that China's 
present-day wools ean almost certain 
Ty be put to belter use than as carpet 
Wools and if, as a preliminary, we 
‘ean shew this, then the frst step will 
have been taken to improve. the 
finanelal position 
sheep-breeder and wool-grower. With 
veference to (6)—I completely agree.

‘Sin—Professor Banker's further 
er of 18th instant is equally as in- 
teresting as his letter of 13th, only 
Teannot quite agree with all he says 
because some of his opinions do not 
agree with practical facts. 

‘What T'maintained in my letter 
was that the large merino sheep 
population of Australia, which is be- 
{ween 250 and 300 millions, had been 
developed and Improved by an able 
well-edueated and practical business 
type of men without any pretence 
0 selentifle practices, although thelr 
line breeding was in the proper 
Girection and may be looked upon 
from practical results as somewhat 
selentifte. 

‘Natural sclection and the survival 
of the Altest both went together in 
the improving stages of the wild 
sheep In ils wild roaming state be- 
fore it was domesticated. It could 
not have been the splendid, bold, and 
strong animal it is to-day, without 
these two factors. " The wild horse, 
wild caltle, the buffalo and wild pig, 
were all on the very same footing. 

T sald the Australian and Amerl= 
‘can merino sheep were developed 
‘and ‘improved from the original 
domesticated Spanish merino and 
Rambouillet or French merino sheep 
‘and that they ‘arrived in these coun- 
iries. I have no doubt that some 
other breeds were used to make an 
Improvement of them, especially in 
size, welght of body and fleece, and 
feneral conformation, but they are 
{rue merinos still and I have not. 
ooked up any book to confirm this 
or for other data. 

What Prof. Banken states salt very. 
Interesting; he knows a great deal of 
what he is talking about, only it 
docs not really ft in, with Australian 
gonditions to suggest to these great 
breeders of merino sheep that it is 
the sparse food supply In Australia 
(or in America), rather than abund- 
dant food supply, which has helped 
to solve the production of thelr fine: 
‘merino wools.. Sullable conditions. 
certainly do help. ‘There 
‘and. bad seasons 
everywhere olse, and there are years. 
In whieh thelr Wool elip fs finer than 
Jn other years; the good years of fine 
‘wool production might well be called 
“vintage years" owing to good 
climatic conditions, but certainly 
these great Austratian flocks are 
never sparsely fed with the view of 
a finer wool resulting. Australian 
Sheep breeders get enough to think 
about when a severe drought starts 
in, when there Is a desperately 
‘severe shortage of both pasture, food, 
and water, and then millions’ upon 
millions of thelr fine merinos meet 
thelr death, 

T was much interested to hear 
‘about an eminent professor's _dis~ 
covery in the little island of Soay, 
when’ he discovered the “lee Age” 
sheep, in its original form and that 
it had stood still and had not dove- 
loped. If "the professor had dug 
down’ he might perhaps have found 
the “missing link” with man, but T 
feel his discovery, may be accepted 
asa “mare's nest.” 

Tam glad Prof, Banken has such 
good ideas about’ the China sheop 
‘nd Chinese wool and thelr develop- 
‘ment. Since writing my previous 
letter 1 have been told by practical 
handlers of China wools that a large 
part does not go into the manufac 
lure of carpets, but several wel 
Known press-packers here _assort 
such ‘Wwools into qualities to suit 
farlous foreign markets, and that one 
line of manufacture” is blanket 
‘making, rugs, ete. 

‘These China wools which | a 
brought Into" the press-packers* 
warehouses are hand-picked by 
Chinese labour.

SmI thank Mr. J. Re A. Caton 
for correcting me in the number of 
sheep carried in Australia and Tas- 
mania and. fecl it would have 
been betler to have consulted statis- 
es, as I did afterwards and found 
the’ number to be over one hundred 
millions. In my leller 1 mentioned 
that T had not consulted any book 
for data, 

Ma. Catver, who I understand is 
‘an Australian, appears to rather be- 
ite the great woo! industry of Aus- 
tralla when he states only 20 per 
‘cent, of the sheep are merinos and 
that’ most of the sheep are cross- 
breeds and mixtures and that such 
crosses have been given new names 
Such as the Correidale sheep. 

‘Such statements are entirely vold 
of “practical facts,” firstly because if 
30 per cent. only out of one hundred 
milion sheep were pure merinos 
‘Australia. would be completely out 
of it as a fine wool producer, which 
I stands for to-day more so than 
‘any other country in the world. 

‘The Correldale sheep is to-day a 
pure-bredsheop, through scientific 
‘and practical breeding, and not _a 
eross-bred as mentioned by Mn. 
Catpen; and the mixtures also 
‘mentioned by Mn. CALDER 9s crosses. 
‘or half-breeds certainly cannot be 
ure bred animals and as such have 
ho new names; but cross-bred wools, 
to particularize the various grades or 
Qualities, are named:—Lincoln-cross, 
Lolcester-crass,_ Shropshire-eross, 
Down-cross, ele. These are not new: 
breed-names of sheep, beeause they 
are erosses pure and simple and not 
ure-bred. Without expert opinion, 
T believe, these cross-bred woo! 
however fine they may be, are lustre 
‘wools In contra-distinetion to fine and 
super-fine merino wools.

An Evil Practice 


To the Editor of the 
“Nontit-Cunxa Datey News" 

‘Siy=It Is often sald that the prac- 

tices ‘of corruption in China are 

‘almost as old as 
[Chinese history itself. Tam In- 
clined to question this statement, “I 
believe the common forms of cor- 
ruption as we see them to-day ‘are 
not strictly native born, but rather 
the result of contact with the in- 
Auences of the West. 

‘One of the most prevailing ways 
lot corruption or squeeze is the s0- 
jealled confidential rebate, “In spite 
of all” the Government's decrees 
Jagainst coruption, this practice of 
Jeonfidential rebate is still going on 
almost everywhere. 

‘Tre original buyer cannot always 
make his purchases in person, He 
usually delegates an agent to do the 
urehases for him. Teking advant- 
‘age of his principal's ignorance, the 
agent, as the - practice. goes, will 
strike a oargain with the supplier. 
‘The ‘supplier will Invoice the goods 
‘at so many per cent, above the a= 
tual prices. ‘The bili will be pre 
sented to the original buyer for pas 
ment and, when that payment comes 
to hand, the agent will receive {rom 
the supplier his confdential rebate, 

1 believe this practice came fir 
in vogue among ‘the household ser- 
vvants of rich foreign taipans. Cooks, 
boys and amahs will usually divide 
the spoils together. ‘The taipans are 
(oo great persons to care for such 
trining "matters. And, speaking of 
social’ justice, what docs It. really 
matter if “a halt is plucked {rom 
‘the bodies of nine oxen"? 

But the example is ‘soon imitated 
by society at large and the situation 
[becomes serious. ‘The team of pur- 
chasing agent-supplier takes a» lot 
‘of beating. The dishonesty ean never 
bbe ‘detected if the team-mates are 
faithful to cach other and. there is 
no reason why they should not re 
‘main faithful. 

And then how naturally and ir- 
fresistably the merry alliance. will 
Jeome about! Comes a purchasing 
agent into a supplicr’s oMiee, “Listen 
fo my instructions,” he will whisper, 
"You make out the invoice at 10 
per cent, increase. Reserve that 10 
per ‘cent. for me. Understand?” 
‘What can the supplier do but 10 obey 
these Instructions? 

Or else the supplier will propose 
to the purchasing agent in some such 

You give me the business, Tl 
‘know how to satisty you. Say, what 
Mt T make the prices slighlly higher 
Jand reserve 10 per cent. for you?" 
‘Many a purchasing agent wilt prob- 
Jably fall an easy vielim to such ine 
ducement, 

‘The confidentist rebate, alas, has 
bbecome an open sere. Even re 
pulable firms are no strangers to ft, 
One is saddened ‘when one thinks 
that even public offices and charit 
‘ble institutions sometimes continue 
fo allow their purchasing agents to 
enrich themselves at their expense, 
Working hand in hand with the sup: 
pliers. 

Twill just mention one outstand- 
ing example of the social evil known 
as confidential rebate. I may incur 
the wrath of the parties concerned: 
bul it is my belief that the parties 
themselves, at least some of them, do 
hot view the present state of alfatrs 
with any real satisfaction, 1 refer

Sin—Teaching Is the most im= 
portant and at the same time the 
worst treated profession in China, Tt 
is the most Important because the 
hope of having a stronger China rests 
solely on the sound education which 
her young citizens are going to re- 
ceive: and the carrying out of the sound 
‘education in turn depends chiefly o 
the eMlcleney of the teaching profes: 
sion. 

IU'ls the worst treated, because the 
average salary received’ by a school 
teacher is poor indeed when com- 
pared with that recelved by a man 
of any other profession, ‘The follow- 
Ing are two fables, one showing the 
average salaries ‘received by. the 
Teachers “of different grades of 








Schools, the other those by the staff 
‘of the Maritime Customs Service :— 
Teaching Stat 
i hooks 





‘A glance at the above two tables 
will Be sumeient to show the unfair 
treatment accorded to the teaching 
profession, ‘The amount of Technical 
training required by” teachers and 
professors is in no way Jess than that 
Fequired by the staff of the Customs 
Service, and yet the average salaries 
Fecelved by the former are three 
time less than that received by the 
latter. Besides this unfairness in 
treatment there is also the maticr of 
annual ratully {9 be considered. 
Men of nearly all professions recelve 
‘more or less some sort of Bonus or 
double pay at the ond of each year, 
Dut the’ teachers recelve none. 

T was one day attracted by a 
‘Want Ad." in a Chinese news 
paper, It reads as follows : “Wanted 
fa lady teacher who must be at leust 
a, graduate of Senior High School, 
She ls required to give lessons of 
Chinese, English and Arithmetic. to 
two girls daily from 9 am, to 12 a.m, 
and from 2 pan. to 8 pam, salary. 
$15.00 cach month." “Now imagine a 
Senior High School girl graduate 
working 6 hours daily and yet getting 
‘only, $15.00 monthly. What kind of 
service could be expected from sueh 
8 poorly paid teacher! The public In 
China seem to think that teachers are 
saints “or superhuman beings who 
an render excellent services without 
the ‘means of living happily and 
comfortably. ‘The former give, the 
Tatler hardly enough to get for them 
selves and” thelr’ families a fairly 
00d amount of food, clothes, shelter 
ind_reereatlon and yot expect them 
to make fine citizens out of the 
younger generation. How very 
foollsh! We must realize that treat 
ment and service are closely related, 
Poor treatment produces poor service. 
‘and. vice versa, What. Kind of a 
Service ean we expect from a halt 
starved man oF from a man who has 
f sick child or an uncared for wife? 
vith only a monthly income of $30.00 
it is dimieult, if not impossible, for a 
man of breeding to make. both 
ends meet in a Metropolis like Shang- 
hai, and yet there are primary school 
teachers who get less than $30.00, 
Imagine thelr “plight. in trying (0 
balance thelr family budgets, Tt is 
sald that half of tie communists, in 
China are reerulted from the teaching 
class, Who would not be a com= 
imtinist, if he were so ill-used and 30 
Ml-provided for?

Gaol Official’s Death 
INQUEST ON MMMM. m. PETRE 
Before Mr. C,H, Haines, Coroner 
(Werdtet of Sulelde) 

Dramatic evideneo was disclosed at 
the inquest held by Mr. C. H. Haines, 
Coroner, in H.M. Police Court on Jan. 
39 on the body of Mr. H. R. Petre, 
Depuly Governor of the S.M.C. Gaol, 
who was found dead on the verandah 
attached to the Aleock Road Staff 
Quarters at 1015 p.m. on Monday, 
January 11, with his service pistol by 
the side of his body. After the evi- 
dence of Capt. D, R. Wahl, Governor 
of the Gaol, ‘Mrs, Wahl, ‘and three 
other” witnesses had been heard, a 
verdict of suicide was returned. 

Mrs, Wahl sald that on January 11 
at 510 pam, deceased came up to 
her house from the office. ‘This was 
quite a usual thing. He said he 
‘wanted something to eat, and was a 
bit nervous. Sho noticed this be- 
cause he was chewing a big_bump 
on his finger. He wos very nervous 
anyway. She had "some food with 
‘him and then her son came in with 
his governess. ‘Thoy watched the 
Boy “have his supper, then she 
said to him; “This cvening, you 
fo home and xot changed, and ‘get 
the piequet table up. I will be over”. 
His fat was next door to theirs, across 
the verandah, 


‘They did not actually play plequet 
because he had rome new magazines 
‘whieh they both looked at, ‘She went 
over to hig fat at about 7 pam, His 
boy came in st about eight octock, 
fand sald that her husband was hom 
She went over to her house tmmed- 
ately’ She told Petre that they would 
play’ plequet atter dinner.

It would be true to say that 
rather temperamental?—He 
temperamental, and got his feelings 
hurt very easily.

On this particular evening he had 
declared to Mrs, Wahl that he wi 
extremely tired, and instead of play 
ing his usual game of cards, she 
suggested that fe should go to bed. 
‘This seemed to have upset him, ond 
hhe appeared to have gone back t 
his ‘flat. changed into his outdoor 
clothes, gone down in the tft, and 
walked to the Ward Road Gao! offices. 
Hee then proceeded (0 make enquiries 
fs to the gaol, and as to the entry 
book, next proceeding to his own 
office. It seemed very certain that 
he did not go out of the gaol by 
the same way as he came in. but 
left by another entrance. He did 
not pass the main office again, but 
must have gone to his own office

Curlous Mistake 

It seemed rather curious that the 
wrong pistol was given to Mr. Petre, 
(@ fact which was brought out in 
evidence previously). “He was, 
however, quite satisfied that this was 
‘a mnistake. and that the deceased had 
gone to the safe and taken out the 
pistol from it. His view was sup- 
ported by the view of Mr. Crompton, 
fone of the witnesses during yester- 
Gay afternoon's hearing, who said 
that the pistol was missing the next 
morning. Deceased seemed to have 
walked back to.

‘Marcel Confectionery Affairs 


‘An. application for a judiciary 
iquidation by Marcel Confectionery, 
Nanking Road, in the French Con- 
sular Court on'Jan. 18 was granted by 
Sudge Rivelain ‘Kaufman, who. sat 
with M, Pierre Chollot and Mary, 
‘as assessors.

Following 
such a judgment, any action or claim 
against the firm'is deferred, and the 
firm can continue business as before, 
with “the assistance and under the 
control of the liquidator. 

If the firm ean no longer carry on 
business, the assets are disposed of,

Conditions: New Coinage Delayed

Or the general galety, sense ot 
prosperity ‘spending by all| 
Classes there is no doubt whatever. Tn| 
marked contrast Is the bitter and 
‘ominous news from Germany. Some 
of it is probably coloured ‘by, the 
violently anti-Fascist character of the| 
‘papers publishing it. But “The Times” 
correspondent In Berlin, in a very| 
fair article, which gives full value to| 
all the good that Herr Hitler's 
régime has brought to Germany, con- 
cludes that it has given the Germans 
“guns for butter,” and the most sober 
papers are seriously alarmed that the| 
Nazis may try some desperate coup| 
‘abroad as the conventional remedy 
for discontent at home. + 

Stocks of wheat in Germany are 
reported 80 per cent. below what they 
‘were this time last year; with the two| 
worst months now to come. Fats are 
short, various foodstufls are reported 
‘almest unobtainable. and taxation Is| 
rising. ‘The order’ reported to-day| 
that no passports are to be given to| 
‘men of military age; and Dr. Schacht’ 
Fecent speech on the possibility of an| 
“explosion.” due to economic dis- 
content, are further evil portents. 

On the other hand, It Is stated that 
the high military men in Germ 
are strongly against any rash, adven-| 
ture, knowing thet Germany's army 
4s not ready for it: the officer el 
by expert opinion, is still some years 
behind the requisite strength.” But 
the same men were opposed, to the 
Rhineland venture, which was made, 
with perfect success. Some prophesy. 
8 German outbreak next May; some 
say July; one or two fear it may be| 
even sooner. Opinions are divided 
‘as to whether the excuse would be| 
Spain, or the German minority in 
Ceechoslovakla. 

‘Against all these forebodings, na- 
tlons, os one man sald in the’ club 
today, “do not fight well on empty 
stomachs;" the reviving understand- 
Ing between Great Britain and Italy 
{is not good news for Berlin; and the 
certainty that all Europe would com- 
ine against German aggression may

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. _INCONSEQUENCES 
By Larnaron 


When the Empress Dowager, Ta’ 
Hi, fled fror »Poking during the 
Boxer trouvits and tool with her 
the Emperor, Kuang Hs0, and their 
staffs, after the murder of the Pear! 
Coneubine, the District Magistrate 
of Huai-lei, a small eity lying on 
the route of the flight, north of 
Peking, was Wu Yu-ch'uan, who, 
otherwise known as Wu Yung, is 
Stl living at Peiping enjoying a 
ripe old age of over seventy years. 
Hig family had been scholars and 
coffleials under the Empire for 500 
years, At an early age Wu Yung, 
After being privately taught in his 
father's house, continued his studies 
Independently’ and passed the pro- 
Vinelat examinations, and later the 
Imperial ones, with ease. His 
father's death’ left him badly off 
‘but he was. befviended by the 
Marquis Tseng, whose daughter he 
married. “Hual-loi was his frst 
office and he was appointed there in 
18097, three years before the events 
which so. changed the course of 
his life and had such a profound 
effect on Chinese history. 

In 1800 his wife died, teaving him 
without children, but his elder 
sister and her husband came to live 
in ‘his yamen in addition to, his 
sister-in-law and his nephew. ‘The 
outbreak of the Boxer Rebellion 
‘caused great trouble in Wu Yun 
istrict and he displayed consider~ 
‘able tact and courage in handling 
the rebels, his difficulties being of 
course increased by the fact that 
the Boxers had strong backing in 
Thigh quarters and. the imperial 
edicts first c'dered their suppres- 
sion and then instructed the officials 
to let the people learn trom the 
Boxers and help them with money 
and in other ways, 

A Tong time after he had retired’ 
he told his story to a friend, Li 
Kun, and subsequently Liu Kun, 
‘who himself was a government off 
cial under the new régime, came to 
‘the conclusion that the story should 
bbe put on record: 
eclded to ask YO-ch'van to| 
tai the story again, But as he had 
Just recovered from. an illness, and 
Was stil short of breath, I hesitated 
to trouble him. However the others 
in the department wanted to hear

eh'uan could not refuse, The com-

fan illness. His description of the 
Boxer troubles was so real that his 
audlence was startled, was amused, 
was moved to anger’ as the story 
‘was fold. ‘There seemed to be no 
end to his words, ‘The telling of 
the tale was like the current of the 
Yellow River flowing thousands of 
miles from its ouree to the sea. 
It could be stopped by nothing, “He 
tatked until the story was finished. 
The Misteners stood up and looked 
out. Only then did they percelve 
that the shadow on the west wall 
was seven steps long, and that the 
sun had reached the ‘west window. 
Ida Pruitt has now translated and 
edited Wu Yung's narrative, as 
deseribed by Liu K'un, under the 
title “The Flight of an Empress" 
(Yale University Press, G$2.50) and 
it makes a most fascinating story. 
‘The translator has managed effec- 
tively to clothe the Chinese senti- 
ments In English prose without 
destroying the vividness of the nar- 
rative or the picturesqueness of the 
idiom. 





Whatever may have been the 
effect of the Boxer troubles on the 
imperial court, they had had dis- 
astrous consequences for Wu Yung’s| 
administration, and if the flight 
helped to solve the Empress' dift- 
culties, it brought a startling and 
beneficial change In the outlook for 
‘Wu Yung, whose situation can be 
gathered from this extract from his 
narrative: 

In Ting Hsing, the magistrate 
Gheng-chun's ‘ways were like 
mine; he too trled to” keep the 
Boxers from bullding thelr altars. 
If they did, he hed soldiers arrest 
them and bring them in for judg- 
ment So the Boxers hated him 


flereely. Ting Yung, the judge 
the province, ‘also hated him as 


‘from. them. Without my: 
Ieowledge, someone in the yamen 
gave this letter to the Boxers. It 
made them detest me more than 
ever and gnash thelr teeth. After 
this, although T did not know it, 
hey ‘censored ll my” correspon: 
jence. 


Eventually, after various escapes| 
from death at the Boxers’ hands, 
‘owing mainly to his own presence 
‘of mind, coolness and gifts of per- 
suasion, which he reveals with due 
modesty, he received orders of! 
transfer'to Wei-hsien. ‘The orders| 
had been inspired by a personal) 
enemy: 
T knew that Wel-hsien was over! 
three hundred miles from’ Husl-lat 
and that there ‘were many bandits 
fon the road. How could I reach 
the place? My previous eseapes 
from the Boxers had been due 
mostly to the Hual-lal gentlemen 
who had protected me, and partly 
to the importance of being district 
magistrate. The bandits had. to| 
Teave me alone, If at any time T 
ald down my offce they would see| 
‘me as an ordinary eltizen and not| 
‘as a magistrate, Every pass and 
crossroad was guarded "by 
1 Boxers and each one would be 

danger to me if I set out, Before 
T could reach Chi-yung’ Kuan 
should be killed, “If I did not go, 
still T would not have peace, for 
there was nothing to protect me in| 
‘Hual-tal 











His successor at Huai-lai_ had 
arrived and was not friendly’ to| 
hhlm; the judge was also hostile:

My’ ‘eyes were Blind. and. my ears 
Goats T knew nothing of what was 
foing on outside my gates.

overwhelmed by the thought of 
having to provide for the “two 
Palaces” nan Isolated city with 
all the restriction of amenities ‘and 
Fesources ‘which. the ‘Boxer Inde-| 
tion had entailed, ‘But the young 
man ‘had already shown “great 
adaptability "to adverse” cireum= 
stances and his courage was proved. 
He made arrangements as best he 











‘could for the city people to produce! 
the necessary foodstuffs, he ordered 
the decoration of the small travel-| 
ling palace outside the gate of the, 
city, so"as to make it reasonably’ 
‘suitable for imperial refugees, and! 
in due course he went out to meet 
the sacred chariot and its escorts.) 

‘The Empress Dowager was riding 
in the four-man chair of the 
magistrate of Yen-ch'ing, behind 
her were four mule litters, in one 
‘of them the Emperor and Prince 
Lun, in the next the young Empress. 
‘The other two were occupied by the | 
Heir Apparent, Ta Ah-ko, and the| 
last by the head eunuch, Li Lien- 
ying, a man of great influence in! 
the court. In due course Wu Yung! 
fook his stand by the gate of the 





-At a distance could be seen’ 
a blue chair carried by four men. 
‘As It was about to reach the gate 
of the inn, I knelt and chanted in 
8 Joud voice: 

“T, the magistrate of Huai-lai 
istrict, the official Wu Yung, kneel 
to welcome the Sacred Chalr of the 
Empress Dowager.” Immediately 
behind came a mule litter. I could 








see two people sitting in it facing 
each other. Again T-chanted in a 
Toud volee: “I, the magistrate of 





Huai-lal, the offclal Wu Yung. 
Kxneel to | welcome Sacred 
(Chariot of the Emperor.” 

Finlshing the proclamation of my 
mame, I stood up and again sat on 
the stone to awalt orders. T saw 
approaching seven or eight carts, 
some with double harness and some 
‘with only one mule. In these carts 
were Chin Fel, Kuang Hsl's exalted 
‘concubine of the Eastern Palace, the| 
two daughters of Prince Ching, 
many ladies-in-walting and serving| 
girls and women. There were also 
the eunuchs who were in charge of 
various departments of the palace. 
‘One after the other they entered 
the gate of the inn. 

And so the acquaintance of the 
Empress Dowager was made and 
he usual haughtiness of the oft- 
cials was overcome when 
found that the “Old Buddha” took 
to the young man who had been| 
30 thoughtful in providing for her 
‘welfare, He crowned this good im- 
pression by his prompt reply to a 
desire for eggs: 

T went out onto the main street, 
and “entered an empty” shop: I 
hunted everywhere, At last T 
pulled out a drawer in a kitehen 
{fable and ‘discovered five exes. 
Finding these gave me as much joy. 
as to have found as many pleces of 
Jade, “My men had all scattered to 
fact as guards, and there was no 
fone to cook the eggs. Having no 
ther way, T myssit bullt fre tn 
the west house, drew water, and’ 
bolted the eggs in an empty pot. I 
ut them ina coarse bowl with a| 
Uttle salt. Carrying the bow! with 
my two hands I gave It to the| 
eunuch to take In,” After a short 
‘while Li Lien-ying again eame out. 
and sald: “Old Buddha enjoyed the’ 
eggs very much. Of the five you 
‘Sent she ate three, the remaining 
two she gave to the Lord of Ten 
Thousand” Years. ‘The light was! 
‘shed on no one else. This was a 
very good deed of yours and of! 
ood omen to you. Now the Old’ 
Buddha longs to ‘smoke a water 
pipe. Can you find any paper 
lighters for her?” 

‘That was the beginning of the 
friendship. Clothes were found, 
from the District ‘Magistrate's 
bachelor establishment for the| 
Empress and the Emperor, and the| 
Empress graciously put on a lined 
broadcloth coat which had once 
belonged to the honourable Madame 
Ke, his mother. ‘The Emperor! 
was provided with a silk outer coat 
with wide sleeves, a lined coat of 
blue tribute silk, and an unlined 
Jong coat, and other members of 
the party’ were similarly fitted out. 
‘They had been forced to disguise 
themselves on leaving Peking, the 
Empress herself had cut her nails 
short and had done her hair in the 
fashion of the Chinese women of| 
the lower classes so that she would 
not be detected by the enemy. 

‘The flight onded, as history 
relates, at Sian, the imperial 
itinerary from Hual-lai_ running! 
due west, then south to Talyuanfu 
and Loyang, and thence to Siat 
‘On the return to Peking they went| 
again by Loyang, through Kaifeng, 
direetly north’ to thelr capital. 

‘The success of Wu Yung in pro- 
viding for the Empress and her 
family brought him a promotion| 
which he found inconvenient owing 
to the junior rank then possessed by 
him, for. he was ordered to be 
purveyor to the Empress and so to 
arrange for the flight as it proceed- 
ed from Huai-lai. He managed to 
get out of this dimeulty with con- 
siderable resource by modestly’ 
Suggesting that an official of higher | 
rank should fill the post and that 
he himself would be satisfied with 
acting as his assistant, However, 
the Empress seems to have unbent, 
herself to Wu Yung. He was able 
to glve her a far franker and truer 
description of the state of the coun- 
try than she had been able to 
gather from her di ident regular| 
advisers. He was impressed by| 
her version of events: 

‘The Empress’ story,” though told 
after the trouble, is the truth if 
examine it carefully. She lived 
the palace and had no chance 
get in touch with things going 
outside.

Peace for Twelve Years 

‘The province of Kwangsi and 
specialty the elty of Kwellin are 
intimately associated with two men: 
Marshal Li Tsung-jen and Gen, Pal

‘Kwellin men. Up to about twelve 
years ogo Kwangsi had had about as 
‘urbutent an existence as any provinee 
in China, Armies marched gnd coun- 
ter-marched across its breadth, elties 
such as Kwollin, Lisochow and Wu- 
‘chow wore being constantly besleged, 
ite ‘plaing were. soaked with blood, 
‘Then Generals Li and Pai obtained 
control and a complete change came 
‘over the scene. ‘The " province ‘has 
‘enjoyed complete peace within its 
borders ever since and, leaving pollti= 
eal antagonisms aside, has undoubled- 
ly Become one of the most progres- 
sive provinees of China, 

‘That is not to say that the people 
ste perfectly happy and contented. 

On the contrary they 
are torn between two opposite feel- 
ings, On the one hand is thelr 
oyaity to thelr two great leaders 
of whom they are proud as Kwangsi 
men and whom they respect os men 
of absolute integrity amd high ideals.

‘Missed the Sacred Mountal 


It was my intention to visit the 
Hengshan, one of the Five Sacred 
Mountains. Most people, 1 suppose, 
! would assume, as T did, that the bus- 
station called Hengshan would be the 
correct stopping-place for the moun- 
fain of that name. 1 was further 
confirmed in this mistake by a list 
of the China Travel Service's hotels 
which only mentions the mountain 
by that name, On the following 
morning early, T-took without any 
misgivings the bus to Hengshan. From 
the. bus-station to the town was @ 
walk of over a mile and as 1 went 
along T noted. with surprise ‘that 
there were only a few insignificant 
hills to be seen, quite different from 
the towering peaks that I had cx- 
pected. 

For over an hour we wandered up 
and down the streets of Hengshan 
Jooking for a non-existent Travel 
Bureau hotel, spurred on occasionally 
to renewed efforts by the usual false 
information. “After having been 
directed in turn to a mission chapel, 
@ sanitary inspection bureau, the 
‘municipal offces and a coalyard I 
gave up the search and went to an 
‘ordinary Chinese inn. Here I learnt 
that, as Thad begun to suspect, the 
mountain T'was’ looking for " was 
nowhere near the place. It is called 
locally Nanyuch " (South Peak)— 
nobody knew what I was talking 
about when I called it Hengshan— 
‘and we had passed the bus station 
‘of that name about ten miles further 
back. ‘There was no means of getting 
there that day, and as it was already 
very cold even here in the plain and 
everybody sald that there was heavy 
snow on the mountain, 1 decided to 
‘abandon the idea. After spending a 
very cold and uninteresting 24 hours 
In the deadly dull little hole of 
Hongshan, I tramped the following 
morning two miles to the railway 
station and caught the train for 
Changsha. 

Raltway Critlelzed 

Both in Canton and Changsha the 
‘Canton-Hankow Railway was the sub- 
| Jeet of very severe criticism, on ac~ 

count of its slowness, unpunctuality, 
frequent accidents and, above ail, 
Jack of freight cars. The blame for 
this state of things rests, if on any- 
‘one, on the shoulders of Gen. Chiang 
Kal-shek. For although the engineers 
hhad decided that the last section of 
this railway would take four years 
to connect up, the Generalissimo 
issued peremptory orders that It wi 
to be done in halt the time. And 
done it was. Here again, T am ine 
clined, to appinud, even though the 
results do leave much to be desired. 
For the Canton-Hankow Railway has 
at last really become an accomplished 
fact, after having been talked about 
‘and’ much money spent on it without 
‘ny result for over quarter of a cen 
tury, 

‘Owing to the hasty construction of 
this section the line has had to be 
considerably shortened so that the 
gradients are to0.steep, while the em- 
bankment has not had time to settle 
properly and is constantly collapsing 

1d the bridges are mosily tempor- 

constructions of wood. All this 
Sccounts for the slowness and un- 
Punctuality of the trains and quite 
iy for the frequent accidents 

that have taken place, 

‘Though it must be added that these 
have been greatly increased by the 
‘obstinacy of the military who have 
repeatedly interfered with the run- 
fing of the trains and have forced 
the. railway personnel at the pistol 
mouth fo put much too large a load 
fof cars on the engines, so that they 
hhave failed on the steep inclines with 
dlscstroug results leading: to heavy 
loss of life. 


Malls Re-routed 


In Changsha and other places along. 
the line hundreds of thousands of 
‘bags of rice have been lying waiting 



























































for weeks for shiprient to Canton; 
while the Post Ofice has for the. time: 
hhad to give up sending most of the 
mail by’ this route, as only recently 
‘mall matter for Canton had to be 
sent back and round by the Yangle 
and Shanghai, after having waited in: 

In for rail shipment for over two 
‘weeks. Personally, the only failt 1, 
hhad to find with the railway’ was one’ 
that I have met with on other lines: 
that after T had bought a Ist-class 
ticket I discovered on boarding the 
train that the 2nd-class accommods- 
lon was very much more comfort 
able, as It was steam-heated and had 
elecirle light, whereas the Ist-class 
‘was ley cold and had only oll lamps. 

I arrived in Changsha in pouring 
rain, and during the whole of my 
stay’ there the weather was cold, wet 
‘and gloomy. ‘This may account part~ 
ly for the unfavourable impression T 
gained of that famous city. But one 
had heard such a lot about the 
Hunanese, and certain foreigners 
‘wero so full of praise of thelr spirit 
‘of independence and alertness, that 
‘one had expected great things of 
Changsha. It is. many years ago 
since ‘I first visited the place, and 
of all the large towns ot China T 
found it the least alter: 

Although it possesses several broad 
thoroughfares, these have not, as in 
most other cities, become ‘the main 
‘centres of business. And it seemed 
to me signiflcant of Hunanese con- 
servatism that most of the large 
‘shops still seem to prefer to remain: 
Jn the old, untouched, narrow streets. 
‘A modern bund has been constructed’ 
‘along the river front, with a broad: 
‘street and grass lawns,” But of this, 
too, the merchants of Changsha have 
‘made scarcely any. use. ‘The. bund 
remains dirty, untidy and neglected, 
‘and with one’ or two exceptions has 
nothing but “ramshackle wooden 
shacks along its whole length. ‘The 
various government oes are 
seattered about all over the city in 
all sorts of holes and corners that are 
hard to find, many of them still 
‘occupying the sites of the old Yamens. 

Changsha has certainly changed 
very little. It gives one 
sion of a city that has been unable 
fo make up its mind whether. to 
modernize itself or not, ‘The apparent 
resistance to 
‘meets with 
general complacency’ of the people 
Was ascribed-by one eritie to the fact 
that they were still living on the re~ 
putation of thelr one great. mon. 
‘Tsong Kuo-fan.

‘The most hopeful institution that T 
saw in Changsha was the great Yale-

ional work it is sotting a good ex- 
ample in town planning, for round 
it a residential “quarter ‘of ‘modern 
houses is beginning very slowly to- 
row up, which one day-in the far 
distant future will doubtless become 
the centre of a modern Changsha, 
Hunan hag made most progress in 
the development of Its communica- 
tions which are of speclal importance: 
fo it, seoing that it is the most cen 
trall}-situated province.

Kwelchow, Kwangsi, Kiangsl, Hupeh

uncomfortable, and fairly well run. 


lanan a Wealthy Province 

Hunan is admittedly one of the: 
wealthier provinces, and it is there- 
fore surprising that it hag not made 
greater progress than It has done, 
By many eritles this was ascribed to 
the slowness and hesitation of the 
provincial administration which had 
hitherto been more concerned with 
polities than with the development of 
the province, Since the collapse of 
the Kuangtung rebellion in. which 
Hunan had at first shown a tendency 
{o take part, the Central Government 
has begun to get a footing in the 
province, and both foreigners and 
Outside Chineso—other than Hunanese- 
hope that it would gradually in- 
‘erease Its hold, 

It has already effected one im- 
portant reform. Hunan is a great 
Flee-growing centre and produces 
much more than it ean consume. Up 
ill recently there was a high export 
tax ‘on rice which brought millions 
to the provineial treasury, but which 
was a great burden on the persantry- 
who grew the rice. Under the direet 
pressure of the Central Government 
this export tax has been abolished 
‘and in consequenco the export of 
rice to the other provinces, specially 
to. Kuangtung- and Kwangsi, has 
received a great-stimulus which pro- 
males to bring great prosperity to the 
Province.
